They know they 
are backed up ia doing that, not only by 
the whole force of the r: preseatatives of 
the Northwest in this House, but they 
can go back to the tine when the North- ; 
West was firat given representation in the 
Loeal Assembly, aud they will find that 
every year petitions hare come dow in 
favor of this course. “Oi these two 
grounds, I think [ am entitled to say 
that the people of the Northwest are very 
strongly in favor of this freedom being 
accorded to them.and that, if it is ac. 
corded to them, they will not abuse it.
